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FILMSTRIP ON JUNIOR HIGH WORK 


A new filmstrip on junior high work recently 
was produced by the Department of Youth 
Work of the Evangelical and Reformed Church. 
The filmstrip presents a concise and clear 
picture of the total junior high program in 
the local church. It shows how the various 
activities are integrated into a well- 
balanced and effective program. The film 
strip is designed to be used with adult 
workers with junior highs. Its primary 
purpose is to point out the important part 
adult leaders play in the spiritual develop- 
ment of junior highs. The title of the 
filmstrip is “I WORK WITH JUNIOR HIGHS.” It 
is done in colored photography and contains 
70 frames. The filmstrip and mimeographed 
script sell for $5.00.

the special foreign field is Burma.

There is little doubt that by the time 
this story is read, the total will be sev- 
eral hundred dollars beyond the figure just 
quoted above, The BYF has more than tripled 
its goal of 38,000 for the year. 


Mrs. Edwin %. Parsons, secretary of the 
World Relief Committee of the American Bap- 
tist Convention writes: "I am certainly de- 
lighted with the response on the part of the 
young people.” All money contributed to 
S.0.S. has been credited to the world relief 
item in the Unified Budget. Because the 
BYF has carried this project for the entire 
Convention, every Fellowship and local 
church which participated in S.0.S. comes in 
for its share of appreciation and gratitude 
from the American Baptist family. 


Since S.0.S. is a 20 to 1 food bargain, the 
greatest bargain in the history of the world 
the $26,000 represents $520,000 worth of food 
sent all over the world to feed starving 
people. 


The National Council of the BYF will vote in 
June regarding the continuation of S.0.S. as 
a world relief project.

Vermont, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, and Phila- 
delphia.

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LAST WORD FROM THE PILOTS
